WOULD RE-ENA- SECTION 12-- A

Campbell Russell Will Make Effort
to Have tho Measure Submitted

at the November Election.

While the vitalizntion of tho am-
endment to tho Constitution which
would distrlbuto revenues from tho
public servlco corporations for
school purposes among tho children
of tho State nor cnnitol lnfltead of
to the counties from which tho rev-
enues woro derived, is still undeter-
mined, it seems likely that It may go
to the voters In November on nn In
itiated petition. Campbell Russell,
who sought to secure a petition for
this purpose and who failed by 4,000
signatures, has begun the circulation
of new petitions, having refiled tho
form In thg office of the Secretary
of State. It is his theory of tho law
that thfao Is yet amplo time in which
to secure tho names and file tho peti-

tion for action in tho November elec-

tion.
Tho Bcction 1b known as 12-- a, and

was adopted by Initiative election
Bevernl years ago. Tho supreme
court held that the amendment re-

quires vitalizing. Hence It Is still
Inoperative. The Legislature has
declined to vitalize It, and the peo-

ple have refused to repeal it. An-

other obstacle that will have to be
met Is tho supreme court opinion In

the referendum election on the gam-

bling law. This opinion held that
the election was Invalid. The sec-

tion 12-- a was adopted at the same
election. It mny bo that If an at-

tempt 1b made to enforce the" sec-

tion It will be attacked In the courts
nnd knocked out In pursuance of
this opinion. It seems likely It will
have a hard rond to travel, unless
It Is recnacted ns planned by Mr.
Russell.
